Cases 
reported: Diphtheria 60, measles 232, scarlet fever 69, smallpox 19 } 
tuberculosis (pulmonary), 217, typhoid fever 120. 
Florida. — Keports from the State board of health show as follows: 
Week ended March 9, 1912. Diphtheria present in 6 localities 
with 17 cases, malaria in 6 localities with 17 cases, smallpox in 9 
counties with 53 cases, tuberculosis in 8 localities with 14 cases, 
typhoid fever in 4 localities with 10 cases.
